The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventory, at the time the application was filed. ha<f£

Claim 13 recites a prioritization unit sending a test signal to terminal units and priorifciflg each, 
transmission test signal based on achievable rates. This feature is new matter because itg not 
supported be the original disclosure. According to the second paragraph on page 7 of the 
specification, a plurality of test signals are transmitted to terminal units, not just a test signal as 
claimed. In addition, the specification tails to teach how "achievable data rates" are determined 
by sending just a signal to prioritize the transmission. Claim 29 has the same problems.

Claim Refections- 3S USC§ 112 
5.0 The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-4, 7-8, 13-15, 17-24, & 29-3 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

Referring to Claim 13, line 4 ( it is not clear to what test signal "each test signal" refers to because 
only one test signal is recited at line 3. In addition, the text in lines 3-6 is confusing because it is 
not clear how each signal is related to "achievable data rates." Claim 29 has the same problems. 



Response to Amendment 
6.0 Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4, 7-8, 13-15, 17-24, & 29-31 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
